Saudi king gives Obama royai weicome ahead of president’s Mideast speech

RIYADH, Saudi Arabia From the moment 
Barack Obama stepped off Air Force 
One, his first visit to Saudi Arabia as 
president was filled with, well, pomp and 
pageantry fit for a king. 

His host was, after all, the monarch 
who presides over the oil-rich nation. 

King Abdullah staged an elaborate wel- 
come ceremony, showered Obama with 
compliments, put up the president at his 
lavish desert horse farm and gave him a 
gift— a bulky gold necklace that the king 
says carries special meaning. 

“Those are only given to the very few 
friends of the king, and you are certainly 
one of those,” Abdullah said. 

Obama replied: “I consider the king’s 
friendship a great blessing, and I am very 
appreciative that he would bestow this 
honor on me during this visit.” 

Then, as an aide approached him with 
the bling, Obama exclaimed: “Goodness 
gracious. That’s something there.” 

The king draped it around Obama’s

neck, and the taller Obama bent his head 
low to accept it. 

It was a bit of a risky move. When 
the two leaders saw each other at the 
G-20 summit in London, critics accused 
Obama of bowing to the Saudi monarch 
during a photo-op. The White House 
maintained he was merely bending to 


shake hands with a shorter man. 

This time, when they greeted each other 
at Riyadh’s main airport, there was a light 
embrace and the region’s traditional dou- 
ble kiss. At the airport’s flower-adorned 
VIP terminal, Obama and Abdullah then 
sat together in gilded chairs, sipped car- 
damom-flavored Arabic coffee and chat- 
ted briefly in public before retreating to 
hold private talks on a range of issues at 
the king’s ranch outside of Riyadh. 

The president travels to Egypt on 
Thursday to deliver the address that aides 
say will encourage a stronger partnership 
between Americans and Muslims while 
touching on a broad range of hot-button 
issues, including violent extremism, the 
threat of a nuclear Iran, and efforts to root 
out suspected terrorists in Afghanistan 
and Pakistan. 

Aides say Obama also will acknowledge 
that the Israeli-Palestinan conflict has 
been an important source of tension and 
passion while voicing his views on what 
all sides need to do to end the standoff

Mayor Daley dismissed the city 
inspector general’s new report 
criticizing his deal to lease parking 
meters and repeated Wednesday 
that he didn’t rush the City Council 
into approving the plan. 

Meanwhile, aldermen moved to 
protect themselves from continued 
public anger. The council approved 
a measure Wednesday to require 
a 15-day review period before 
voting on future privatization deals 
for major city assets. Another 
newly introduced proposal would 
authorize the council to hire an 
outside analyst or ask the inspector 
general to review privatization 
proposals before the city seeks 
bids.

BUT 72 PERCENT OF DISPUTED 
TICKETS GET THROWN OUT

The city has put its parking ticket crews in overdrive, 
issuing citations at a faster clip than last year, but a 
Tribune analysis of court records shows that the vast 
majority of tickets contested by motorists are thrown 
out. 

In response to a Freedom of Information Act 
request, Chicago officials revealed that parking meter 
violations have grown by 13 percent to more than 
161,000 this year, representing more than $8 million 
in potential fines. 

Yet between January and March, almost three- 
quarters of some 6,000 meter violations challenged 
in the city’s administrative courts were dismissed 
after hearing officers ruled that drivers were not liable 
or the tickets contained errors, city officials said in 
response to the Tribune’s FOIA request. 

Tickets issued before the meter expired. Tickets 
issued after metered parking ended for the day 
Tickets with wrong dates. Those were just some of 
the problems cited by motorists who complained to 
the city 

But, at a time when City Hall is weathering a storm 
of controversy over failures in its $1.15 billion lease of 
all city parking meters, the numbers also show that 
fewer motorists are making the effort to challenge 
citations— less than 5 percent so far this year. Some 
are declining to fight a ticket just because they think 
they won’t succeed, even though the ticket appears 
to be a mistake. 

One case involved Chicagoan Bev Klein, who 
contacted the Tribune about what she considered an 
unjustified expired-meter ticket in April. 

After enjoying a late-evening dinner with friends at 
a Korean barbecue restaurant near Argyle Street, she 
returned to her car to find a ticket. The time stamp on 
the ticket was 9:10 p.m., but the sticker on the meter 
where Klein parked said the $i per hour parking rate 
was in effect only until 9 p.m. 

“I thought about fighting the ticket, but a friend 
of mine who is a cop told me not to waste my time 
because I wouldn’t win,” she said. 

The fine is $50 for an expired meter in Chicago. 

Out of 6,196 parking meter tickets that drivers con- 
tested in the first three months of the year, 4,459 were 
dismissed on the grounds that the drivers were not 
guilty as charged or for other reasons, such as errors 
in writing the tickets. Only 1,737 tickets were upheld

by hearing officers, records show. 

That adds up to 72 percent of the challenged tick- 
ets being dismissed. By contrast, during the first four 
months of 2008, the dismissal rate was about 68 per- 
cent. City officials downplayed the seemingly high 
rate of ticket dismissals, noting that ultimately only 
4,459 of a total 161,000 issued tickets were canceled 
during the first three months of the year. 

“That is a very small fraction of all tickets issued,” 
said Ed Walsh, spokesman at the Chicago Department 
of Revenue. 

The city’s more aggressive enforcement in nearly all 
categories of parking violations is linked to the Daley 
administration’s attempt to maximize fine collections 
and improve the city’s bleak budget picture. 

The city in February turned over management and 
all revenue generated from on-street parking over the 
next 75 years to a consortium called Chicago Parking 
Meters LLC, in return for the upfront payment of 
$1.15 billion. 

LAZ Parking, based in Hartford, Conn., is oper- 
ating the parking system for the consortium. Under 
the contract, Chicago Parking Meters LLC retains all 
parking revenue, while the city continues to collect 
fines from violations. 

Numerous factors can be responsible for tickets 
being voided in administrative court. Among the top 
reasons are an incorrect address for the meter loca- 
tion or the wrong date on the ticket, and city officials 
say they maintain strict standards. 

Drivers who contest the tickets also can present 


evidence to the hearing officers or via mail showing 
that no infraction occurred. Motorists found liable 
can pay the $50 fine before it escalates, or invest time 
and money filing an appeal in Cook County Circuit 
Court. 

In some cases, though, a hearing officer’s decision 
to uphold a ticket raised eyebrows as well. 

Kevin Reeves, who works as a quality manager, 
tried to contest a parking ticket in the Wrigleyville 
neighborhood. He parked his Honda in a legal park- 
ing space served by apay-and-display box outside 3234 
N. Clark St. on Jan. 28, and the receipt he placed in 
his windshield said his parking time would expire at 
8:52 p.m. 

Nonetheless, he was issued a ticket stamped 8:27 
p.m., written by an “Officer Nowling.” 

Reeves, 35, thought the ticket was so clearly a mis- 
take that he contested the violation by mail instead 
of requesting an in-person hearing, sending the city 
a letter along with a copy of the pay-and-display stub 
and the ticket. 

But Reeves received a ruling that he lost. “It is the 
finding of the Administrative Law Officer that the 
information submitted supports a determination that 
the violation occurred,” said the decision, signed by 
Robert L. Agusto, a hearing officer. No explanation 
was provided. 

“The whole dispute process makes me more mad 
than anything,” said Reeves, who paid the $50 fine 
after contacting his alderman several times and receiv- 
ing no responses.

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Unusual twist in 
ice cream caper

After learning a surveillance camera had captured 
his wife grabbing a child’s ice cream money in a 
Deerfield Baskin-Robbins, the husband did what 
any loving spouse would do under the circum- 
stances. He turned her in. 

The man approached a patrol officer and con- 
fessed that his wife was the woman in the video, 
police said Wednesday 

‘All of a sudden a guy says, ‘Hey I think you’re 
looking for my wife,’ ” said Deerfield Deputy 
Police Chief Tom Keane. 

The ice cream caper began May 15, when a 12- 
year-old girl placed a $20 bill on the counter of 
the store and pondered her choices. A woman 
described as a regular customer in her 40s grabbed 
her own ice cream and the girl’s money in the same 
motion and departed with three young children in 
tow, police said. 

The case was cracked when video surveillance 
was released last week and a friend recognized the 
woman and informed the family, Keane said. 

Claiming she mistakenly pocketed the money, 
the unidentified Deerfield woman promised to pay 
it back and won’t face criminal charges. 

A Baskin-Robbins spokeswoman Wednesday 
said the company still plans to offer the girl an ice 
cream party or gift certificates.

Michigan Avenue 
getting quieter?

The Chicago City Council on Wednesday 
approved an ordinance aimed at “bucket boys” and 
other street musicians who have become a sum- 
mertime staple on Michigan Avenue, but one al- 
derman questioned whether it would lead to any 
real crackdown. 

The changes to the city’s noise ordinance was 
introduced by downtown Aid. Brendan Reilly 
(42nd), who said he’s received complaints from 
people who work in office buildings along the 
Magnificent Mile that they can’t get their jobs 
done at times because of the racket on the street 
below. 

The ordinance allows the city to revoke a street 
performer’s permit if they get two violations for 
excessive volume in the span of a year, rather than 
the current three. 

In cases of extreme volume, the performer’s per- 
mit could be revoked at the first violation. 

Nine aldermen voted against the ordinance. 


Clues to a killing 

Prosecutors: Bullet that killed officer came from suspects’ gun

The bullet that killed a Chicago police offi- 
cer on the South Side earlier this week came 
from one of the guns found in the car driven 
by one of two alleged 
gang members charged 
in the slaying, prosecu- 
tors said Wednesday at 
a bond hearing. 

Criminal Court 
Circuit Judge Maria 
Kuriakos ordered 

Shawn Gaston, 20, 
and Kevin Walker, 21— both on probation 
for earlier offenses— held without bail. 

Gaston is accused of firing the shots 
that killed Officer Alejandro ‘Alex” Valadez, 
who had been on the force for slightly more 
than three years. Walker is accused of driv- 


ing the car from which the fatal shots were 
fired. 

Assistant State’s Atty John Dillon said 
Valadez and his partner, both in plain 
clothes, were responding to a call of gun- 
fire in Englewood and were interviewing 
the intended target when a 2007 Pontiac 
blue sedan with the two alleged Gangster 
Disciples pulled up and Gaston opened 
fire. 

Valadez was hit in the head and his leg. He 
died some 14 hours later. 

After police found the car, they found 
inside it a .40 -caliber handgun, a .357 revolver 
and a 9 mm carbine rifle in the trunk, Dillon 
said. Ballistics tests matched the .40 -caliber 
handgun to the bullet that struck Valadez in 
the head, he said. 

Police also recovered a spent shell casing 


from the same gun lodged at the base of the 
rear window, he added. 

On Tuesday, police had said that Walker 
and Gaston had been fired upon by rival 
Black Disciple gang members a short time 
before, left to arm themselves and returned 
to the 6000 block of South Hermitage 
Avenue intent on revenge. 

As Walker drove past the officers, Gaston 
fired shots from the front passenger seat, 
striking Valadez in the thigh and side of his 
head, Dillon said. Gaston and Walker were 
trying to hit the individual to whom Valadez 
was talking, he said. 

The suspects have made videotaped con- 
fessions, authorities said. Gaston admitted 
getting the gun and firing the shots, and 
Walker admitted driving the car, Dillon 
said.

operations, so the state is far from the leader 
in terms of quantities seized. In 2007, for

Missouri law enforcement may be more 
aggressive in rooting out meth labs because 
they have become a more significant political 
issue after years of headlines proclaiming the 
state the nation’s “meth capital.” 

“Tbu have to look at it two ways,” Hull said. 
“Is the problem here that much worse, or is 
the concerted effort of Missouri law enforce- 
ment that much greater as far as finding it 
and seeking out where meth is being manu- 
factured?”

6 tips for 
surviving a 
marathon

Witli a wliopping four crawls on tap 
this Saturday, we looked to some local, 
uh, tour guides for survival tips. Sharing 
their expertise are Spike McGuire of 
pH Production’s Zombie Pub Crawl in 
Andersonville; Dan Barnes, the self- 
described “long-term binge-drinking” 
co-organizer of the Snuggie Pub Crawl; 
and Chris Festa, the brains behind the 12 
Bars of Christmas (a.k.a. TBOX) crawl. 


□ Choose companions wisely 

“Team is everything,” Barnes 
says. “They’re going to encourage you, 
help you keep the course.” That means 
lightweights, chronic hookup-seekers 
and duck-out-early types should not be 
on your call list. Fail to select committed 
partners in crime, says Festa, and you 
might end up like he did on the first TBOX 
in ’96: drinking alone for the first hour. 

S Think twice about possessions 

If you’re the be-prepared. Boy 
Scout type like McGuire, heed his advice 
and pack a sweatshirt, umbrella and 
sunscreen into a backpack. Otherwise, 
go the minimalist route. “I will leave my 
credit card. I will leave my keys. I will leave 
everything,” says Barnes. Even in the 
dead of winter, Festa doesn’t bring a coat. 
“I’ve lost at least four or five jackets ... so I 
just try to go without,” he says. 

□ Dress up. Way up. 

Themed crawls boast a communal 
spirit and make it easy to break the ice 
in a large group. Festa, who has watched 
TBOX costumes evolve from simple Santa 
hats to more elaborate getups, says “the 
more you can draw attention to yourself, 
the better.” On a crawl with no theme, 
take a tip from a trend started by Barnes 
and his friends during ad hoc crawls in 
Lincoln Park: Wear a helmet.

When I heard that Rockit, the ever-popular, ever- 
trendy River North bar and grill with a just-opened 
second location in Wrigleyville (3700 N. Clark St.), 
was holding its annual Burgerfest this week, my 
heart soared. An entire festival dedicated to burg- 
ers? Brilliant! 

But no sooner had I set out for this 
festival of burgers than I began to 
have doubts, ^s, Rockit likes to talk 
up the fact that the Rockit Burger 
has earned accolades from “Good 
Morning America.” But a national 
morning show is hardly an author- 
ity on Chicago burgers. Moreover, 

Rockit’s signature burger comes with 
a hefty $19 price tag. What burger possibly could 
live up to such a showy asking price? Are these 
burgers really worthy of their own fest? 

BURGERELLI’S BREAKDOWN 

The burger: Thick, juicy and cooked precisely 
to order. Of course, it’s hard to go wrong when 
you’re using a half pound of kobe beef The Great 
Burgerelli typically prefers more seasoning in a patty, 
but I shall give this oversight a pass because in this 
case, the quality of beef compensates. 


More fun with buns 

The Great Burgerelli 
is a connoisseur of 
burgers.

The bun: Buttery, airy brioche that melted in my 
mouth. This bun was thick enough to absorb the 
juices of a medium-rare burger but light enough so 
as not to sit too heavily in my stomach. Delightful. 

The fixings: A sophisticated smear of date jam and 
some thinly sliced fried shallots on 
the bottom, a hunk of melted brie on 
top. The sweet dates played well off 
the rich kobe and creamy brie, and 
I’ll always tip my hat to the choice of 
shallots over onions. 

Everything eise:The Rockit Burger 
is a great beast of a thing, so fries may 
seem like overkill. But I beg of you, 
do not skip Rockit’s thick-cut rus- 
sets, with white truffle oil and parsley dancing over 
perfect crispiness. (And please, resist the temptation 
to replace them with sweet potato fries, which are 
often soggy and always dusted with cinnamon and 
sugar, an embellishment I just can’t get behind— 
especially when Rockit offers more satisfying ways, 
such as a Goose Island Root Beer float, to satisfy 
your sweet tooth.) 

Burgerelli’s bottom line: Indeed, these burgers are 
cause for celebration. 



Burgerpalooza!

Chicago band hopes 
seclusion pays off on 
new self-titled EP
